FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
SPAIN. 

Madrid, March 13. The eldeft Son of the Pretender 
arriv'd here the 3d initant, attended with one Lrifh Officer ; 
the next Day he applied to the Minifters for Leave to vifit 
the King, to which he receiv’d no Anfwer till the Evening 
of the 6th, when by a Meflage fent to his Inn he was 
made acquainted, that his Majeity could not fee him for 
fear of giving Offence to the Court of Great Britain, and 
even with'd that he would quit the Kingdom to avoid 
giving of any Umbrage. In Confequence of this Meflage, 
the faid Gentleman fet out the 7th at Five in the Morning, 
taking the Road to Guadalaxara, accompanied by Don 
Thomas Fitzgerald, Counfellor of the Indies, and by Birth 
an Irifhman. As yet the Rout they purfued afterwards 
is not known, though the general Opinion is, that he will 
return to the Place from whence he came, and thence to 
Rome. 





ITALY. 
Geneva, March 24. Qur laft Advices from Provence 
bring, that five Englith arm’d Veffels having approach’d 


} the City of Cannes, had furioufly cannonaded and bombar- 


dedit; but that the Batteries which were after fome Time 
rais’d on the Coaft, oblig’d the Englith at length to draw 
off. The City has neverthelefs fuffer’d terribly by this 
Affair, being almolt reduced to a Heap of Rubbifh ; the 
Englifh having, ix’s computed, thrown near 500 Bombs 


into it. 
FRANCE. 

Paris, Alarch 41. The King has ordered to be got 
ready the Equipage of the Dauphin, who is to go with 
his Majelty directly to Namur, where Apartments are 
preparing for them. ‘The Portrait of Marfhal Saxe is juft 
finifhed at the Louvre, underneath which the following 
Veafes are put.

It’s not doubted but that he will 
immediately open the Campaign ; and it’s reported, that 
he has Orders to purfue and attack the Enemy wherever 
he fhall find them, without having Regard to the ‘Terri- 
tories they fhall be in, 

Hague, April6. The Imperial Minifters have receiv'd, 
by a Letter from Count Brown, the following important 
News, that the greatett Part of the Succours which France 
had caufed to be embarked at Toulon for the Affittance of 
the Genoefe, confilling of 6000 Men, had been taken by 
the Fleet of Admiral Medley, and that the few which re- 
mained had been difperfed.

According to the Accounts from Holland, the 4th of 
april, N. S. flood fix'd for the Deparmre of his Royal 
Hiichnets the Duke of Cumberland, the Prince of Wal- 
hack, and many other Officers of Diftinétion, from the 
iague, in order the better and more {peedily to aflemble 
he Army and open the Campaign ; the greateft Part of 
the Troops which are to form the faid Army, being 
yn both Sides in full march to their Places of Deili- 








nation. 

‘One of his Majefty’s Mefiengers is arrived from Holland, 
snd confirms the Account, with this Difference only, that 
his Koyal Highnefs did not fet out from the Hague ‘till 
at Friday; and that the Allied Army were marched to 
Breda and Tilburgh, at which laft Place the Head Quar- 
ters were to be kept, and the Army to form and encamp 
gire€tly in thofe Dittricts. : 

They write from Vienna, that Prince Charles of Lorrain 
had fent Orders to the Low Countries for his Field- 
Equipage to-be got ready with all Speed, his Royal High- 
nefs being to command during the Campaign a feperate 
Corpson the Mofelle, whither many Generals are on the 
Point of repairing. 

Extra® of a Letter from Leghorn, dated Feb. 27. 

‘© By the Time this reaches you, I reckon the Germans 
willall be join’d, and attack the City of Genoa, which 

robably will find no more Mercy than they deferve ; 
for | have been told by an Englifh Gentlemen of Diftinc- 
tion, who has been fometime in France and Spain, upon 
his Tuavels; and came from Marfeilles with a French 
and Genoele Pafsport, (which gave him an Opportunity 
of going to Genoa where he was eight Days) that he 
went to the Place where the Germans are kept Prifoneers ; 
where fome of the Officers told him, that they, as well 
as the Soldicts, were put naked into Prifon; and their 
Ufage fo hard, and hollowance fo fcanty, that of 5000 
German Soldiers, only 2000 are remaining alive ; and 
of 3co Officers only 134 furviv’'d.—This Gentleman 
is gone Poit to Vienna; intending tomakea Campaign 
in the German Service asa Volunteer; he-has Letters of 
Recommendation, and will cercainly have the Honour of 

Speaking with their Imperial Majefties. Confider 
how they will be fhock’d, when they hear him relate 
what he~was an Eye-Witnefs of ; and what Refolutions 
will be taken to Chaftice them.—The only Misfortune 
is, that in fuch a Calamity the Innocent fuffer with the 
Guilty.”
